Constantinople, Doc. 28.—An im- 


portant audience took place between 
the representatives of the Great .Powers 
and the Sultan and his advisers last 
Saturday. 
The Russian ambassador, 


acting as spokesman for hia colleagues, 
warned the Sultan that if the revenues 
which had been set aside for the pay- 
ment of the national debt of Turkey 
were touched and used for some other 
purpose, the inevitable result would be 
that the European nations, acting to- 
gether, would control the finances of 
the Empire. 


The Sultan lirmly refused to consent 


to any measure of control by 
the 


Powers and insisted that he would ad- 
minister the affairs of Turkey as he 
pleased. He said that he might be the 
last of the Caliphs, but he would not 
be another Khedive. 


The Russian ambassador then gave 


another solemn warning that the Sul- 
tan, by his action, was placing his gov- 
ernment in imminent peril.

providing- for a general system of arbi- 
tration of disputes between the United 
States and Great Britain. . The nego- 
tiations were concluded during the ab- 
sence of the president on his recent 
gunning 
trip,

the

agreement, there 


is 
little 
doubt 
that

do so and the proposed treaty Will be 
submitted to the senate immediately 
after congress reconvenes. It is stated 
that the proposed 
treaty is drawn 


mainly upon the lines proposed by 
Lord Salisbury in April last, and it is 
therefore assumed that there will be 
no delay in securing the approval of 
the British premier. 
A copy of the in- 


strument, as agreed upon by Secretary 
Olney 
and 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, 


was majled to him about a week ago, 
and the British embassy here is ex- 
peting daily to hear of the acceptance. 
Although well satisfied with the terms 
of the agreement, administration off! 
cials are not very sanguine of its rati- 
fication by the present senate. It wil] 
doubtless be attacked, ostensibly on 
the ground ' that undue concessions 
have been made to Great Britain in the 
preparation of the < treaty, but mainly 
for partisan reasons. 
With less than 


50 days of the session remaining it will 
require little opposition to throw the 
whole matter over to the McKinley ad- 
ministration, and this is what many of 
the Republicans, it is said, desire. 


The proposed treaty, as agreed upon, 


contemplates, it is understood, the ap- 
pointment of three permanent judicial 
officers as arbitrators on all matters in 
dispute between the two countries not 
involving questions of national honor, 
which in the judgment of either, can 
not be settled by negotiations. 


Before entering on the work of arbi- 


tration the arbitrators are to select an 
umpire by whom nny question upon 
which they disagree shall be decided. 
The determination of the arbitrators, 
or if they disagree, the decision of the 
umpire shall be the award upon the 
matters considered. 


In the event of either power protest- 


ing- that an award is erroneous in re- 
spect to some fact or international 
law, the decision of the arbitrators 
may be reviewed by a court composed 
of; three judges of the supreme court of 
the United States and an equal number 
of Great Britain. 
A majority of four 


to two will be necessary to make the 
determination of the issue final. 


This has been one of the main points 


of difference in the negotiations con- 
ducted between Secretary .Olucy and 
Sir Julian Pauncefote.

originally proposed that there should 
be a majority of five to one to make the 
decision 
final.

An Eloquent Sermon Delivered by Rev. 


S. B. Ald«-rson Ht tbe Second Pres- 


byterian Vliurcti. 


"The silver is mine, and the gold is 


mine, saith the Lord of hosts."— 
Haggai 2:8. 
' 


Perhaps no one will deny that this 


claim originally was a good one when 
the metal lay hidden in the soil undis- 
•oovered, unearthed, unpurified, undis- 
tributed uncoined. • Then it was God's, 
and His alone. 
He made it; he knew 


the place of its deposit, and there was 
no one to dispute His title. 
But since 


then it has rnnde a history and risen to 
the highest commercial value. Men 
have discovered its hiding place by 
diligent search. 
At an enormous labor 


they have brought it to tho surface. 
After long experience they have learned 
to reftae it. 
Over long distances they 


have transported it to the markets of 
the world. 
It has been coined into 


money and made the basis of all 
values, and he who is fortunate enough 
to have any of it in his possession has 
protmbly earned it by laborious thought 
and exertion. 
Now, after all that man 


has done for silver aud gold, his eleva- 
tion of them, his appreciation of them, 
his intouso sacrifice to obtain them, 
.has ho not created a claim upou them 
•wMch supercedes the claim of God? 
"May he not fairly dispute tho original 
•title of the Maker aud argue that for 
the work which his money aud his 
.property have cost him he is entitled to 
absolute aud independent possession of 
•them? Hus he not dono more for gold 
:in giving it a value than God did for 
:it in giving it a mere existence? And 


he not therefore to hold tho first 


highest claim aud right of dis- 


posal? Aro wo not living in an age 
that is full of just such reasoning as 
this, and are there not multitudes of 
people who throw God's hands off of 
their property, wipe out every particle 
of His title aud stand up and say, as 
they point to their estates, "This is 
mine; I am thankful to no one for it. | 
I will utio it and dispose of it just as I 
please. I made it by my own skill and , 
industry, aud I recognize no claim ., 
upou it whatever outside of my own." 
Ill other words, "My ability to accum- 
ulate, to improve, to utilize that which 
God has given me throws him out of 
my sousideriition entirely aud loaves 
me absolute monarch of my 
own 


wealth." 
Tina is miserable logic for 


« sensible mind and a civilized being. 
Is God's claim perishable? Does it 
ceaso to exist after a certain amount of 
improvnment has boon put upon it? 
Must He retire when the proprietorship 
of man is established? Is it as true 
todny as it once was that the silver and 
gold are His? Let us seo. 
But for 


Him property would have no existence. 
"All things wore made by Him; aud 
withont Him was not anything made 
that was ruiido.'' 
But for His daily 


caro property would soon fade away. 


does it happen that be has found a 
friend who ia generous enough to give 


, him a part or the whole of his estate? 
: How does it happen that he is per- 
mitted to enter the commercial arena; 
that he has skill to manage tradesmen; 
that he has ability to compute values,, 
and the good sense to seize a bargain 
when 
it is 'presented? All this re- 


j quires health, energy, judgment, nerve, 
skill, courage. 
If he had lacked any 


of these he could not have succeeded so 
well. A Blight physical disorder would 
have paralyzed his energy and pre- 
vented him from entering the marts of 
trade.

"There is one glory of the sun and 
another glory of the moon and another 
glory of the stars, for one star differeth 
from another in glory."

appeal to me." Will you forget in the 
triumph of your snccess Him who gave 
the skill and the strength by which you 
reached it? Is that the way for a 
rational man to feel? Is that the way 
for a grateful man to act toward these 
gospel schemes which a loving God is 
trying to establish upon the earth ? 
Be not deceived, "The earth is the 
Lord's and the fullness thereof."

imperishable.

It is liable at any

A wayward spark of fire, a bad invest- 
ment, a decision of the court, a throb 
of the market, an unfortunate signa- 
ture of the pen, may take it off like a 
whirlwind. 
Though the holder should 


have the sagacity to cling to it till the 
day of his death, he cannot take it into 
the grave. In the presence of his coffin 
he must loosen his grasp.

Captain William W- 
Reilly,. for 


many years one of the moat prominent 
business men of Portsmouth, passed 
away Saturday evening, about half- 
past seven o'clock, at his home on East 
Second street. Death was caused by 
paralysis of the heart.

in poor health for several years and 
rarely left his home 'for more than a 
vear past. 
He became maoh worse 


within the past few days and sank rap 
idly until the end came. 


Captain William Wallace Reiily was 


one of the oldest book-sellers of the 
state, having been engaged in the busi- 
ness continuously for himself since 
1857. Prior to tnnt time he occupied 
positions with several other' book-deal- 
ers. 
He was the BOU of Christopher 


and Margaret (Young) Reilly, and was 
born iu Philadelphia, August 5, 1825.

the Rov. H. R. Johnson to open a 
:bomk-store. Six weeks ater ho returned 
to Dnytou with More, Olarko & Oo. in 
the book business, where he remained 
until 1857, when he came to Ports- 
month and opened the Valley Book 
Score as 1111 agent for E. A. & T. T. 
More, and ia 1839 bought the stock. 
In July, 1801, he raised Company A, 
Thirteenth Ohio Infantry. September 
1st he joined Rosecruns, and was with 
him nt Caruifux Ferry and through the 
.campaign until clToy wont into winter 
quarters at Fuyetttfville, W. Va, 
In 


December, his 
health 
failing, 
he 


offered his resignation, taking effect in 
April, 1802, when ho again resumed 
business in Portsmouth. Iu May, 1864, 
ho was ordered out by General Brough 
as captain of Company G, One Hun- 
dred ami Forty-first Ohio Volunteer In- 
fantry, aud WHS in command of a post 
at Guyamlotte, W. Va., with compan- 
ies O and G of his regiment, until Sep- 
tember, ISfi-l.

High Into thu'Gahnba Kiver-A Portion 


of the lirldeHcoe" Pown With the 


Train aniilfie D«br'i» Takes Fire; 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 28.—One of 


the most disastsous wrecks in the his- 
tory of southern railroads happened 30 
miles south of here Sunday morning 
at 7:50 o'clock in which 28 persons 
were killed outright and 10 others in-, 
jnred, two of whom will die. 
The ill- 


fated train was a Louisville and Nash- 
ville local which runs from here to 
Blocton, a distance of 40 miles. 
The 


train left here at 5:30 in charge of 
Engineer Frank White' and Conductor 
A. P. Connell. 
Four miles north of 


Blocton the entire train, made up of 
an engine, baggage 
car 
and two 


passenger coaches, crashed through 
a bridge 700 feet long and 120 feet high 
into the Cahaba river. A rail had been 
removed from the track, and when the 
engine struck that, 300 feet of the 
bridge gave way and went down with 
the train. Immediately the 
wreck 


took fire, the water being only three 
feet deep, and before sufficient help 
could ba secured, the unfortunate pas- 
sengers and trainmen, who were pin- 
ioned under the debris were burned to 
death in sight of other unfortunate 
victims of the disaster. Some of the 
passengers, not so badly hurt, managed 
to crawl out and do all they could in 
assisting others, but with little avail.

The bridge was a ponderous wooden 


Structure with nn iron span of 200 feet 
in the center, and just at the beginning 
of tbe iron work train wreckers had 
pulled the spikes and removed one of 
tbe rails. 
When the engineer discov- 


ered this as was evident from the posi- 
tion of his throttle and reverse lever, 
be immediately attempted to stop but 
was running at such a rate of speed as 
to carry down the bridge. 
Every evi- 


dence showed that train-wreckers had 


# been at work. 


As soon as news was received here 


both the Louisville and Nashville and 
Southern railways sent 
out relief 


trains loaded with physicians 
and 


others, and everything possible was 
ilone for those who -had been fortunate* 
enough to get away from reach of the 
flames, which quickly consumed all of 
the coaches and a part of the bridge. 
Many of the 
dead 
were 
charred 


completely beyond recognition. The ex- 
act number who perished will never be 
known but it is believed it will reach 
35. To cap the climax one of the re- 
lief trains which left here ran into the 
rear end of the wrecking train, which 
was stopped about 150 feet from the 
bridge, and came near knocking it on 
.top of the burning train. In this acci- 
dent the following were injured: Sam 
Eastis, will die: Vim. TCast, will die; 
Wood Campbell, leg broken; Charles L. 
Stone, legs badly hurt; John Kitten- 
bury, ankle broken.

Tim Well Known American Biplouiatist, 


Dies of Pneumonia, In I'iiri*. 


PARIS, Dec 
28.—Gen. 
John 
Mcr- 


idth Kead died Sunday morning from 
pneumonia. 


John Mcridth Read, the well known 


American diplomatist, was born in 
Philadelphia February 27, 1S27, he be- 
ing a son of a former solicitor general, 
of "the United States. He received his 
education at a military school and at 
Brown academy, where he received 
the degree of A. M. in 1SOG. He was 
graduated at the Albany law school in 
1858, studied 
international law 
in 


Europe, was admitted to the 
bar 
. 


in Philadelphia and 
afterward re- ' 


moved to Albany, N. Y. He was 
adjutant 
general 
of 
Now 
York 


in 1800-00 and was one of the origi- 
nators of the "Wide-A wake" polit- 
ical clubs iu 1SOO. 
He was chair- 


man in April of the same year of the 
committee of three to draft a bill in 
behalf of New York state appropriat- 


i ing §100,000 for the purchase of arms 
and equipments, and he subsequently 
received the thanks of the war depart- 
ment for his ability and zeal in organ- 
izing, 
equipping and 
forwarding 


troops. He was first United States 
consul general for France and Algeria 
in 1809-73 and 1870-72 acting consul 
general 
for 
Germany during 
the 


Franco-German war. 


After the war he was appointed by 


Gen. 
DeCissry, French minister of war, 


to form and preside over a commission 
to examine into the desirability of 
teaching the English language to the 
French troops. 


In November, 1873, he was appointed 


United States minister resident in 
Greece. One of his first acts was to se- 
cure the release of the American ship 
Armenia and to obtain from the Greek 
government a revocation of the order 
that prohibited the sale of the Bible in 
Greece. During the Russo-Turkey war 
he discovered that only one port it 
Russia was still open, and ho pointed i 
out to Secretary Evarts the advantages 1 
that would accrue to the commerce of 
the United States were, a grain fleet 
dispatched from New York to that 
port, 
The event justified his judg- 


ment, since the exports of cereals 
from the United States showed an in- 
crease within a year of 873,000,000. 


While minister to Greece he received 


the thanks of his government for his 
protection of American persons -and 
interests in the dangerous crisis of 
1881. 
Soon afterward congress, from 


motives of economy, refused the ap- 
propriation for the legation at Athens 
and Gen. Reed, believing that the time 
was too critical to withdraw the mis- 
sion, carried out on his own individual 
expense until his resignation Septem- 
ber 23, 1889. 


In 1881, when owing in part to his 


efforts the territory that had been ad- 
juged to Greece had been finally trans- 
ferred, King Georg-e created him a 
knight grand cross of the order of 
the Redeemer, the highest dignity in 
the gift of the Greek government. 
Gen. Read was president of the Social 
Science congress at Albany, N. Y., in 
18C8, and vice president of one at Ply- 
mouth, England, in 1872. He was the 
author of an "Historical Inquiry Con- 
cerning Henry Hudson," which first 
threw light upon his origin and the 
sources of the ideas that guided that 
navigator, and contributions to cur- 
rent literature.

A KEMAKKABLE FEAT.

lie swims Across the Golden Gate at 


Sun Friinclsco in One Hour and 


I'ifteea Mlputes Against 


the Tide. 


The most important feat in swini- 


niing-.in the history of the coast was ac- 
complished recently by Charles Cavill, 
the champion swimmer of Australia. 
Cavill managed to breast tides and'cur- 
rents between Fort Point and the Mar- 
in county shore and swam across the 
Golden Gate. It was 3:30 o'clock when 
Cavill left Devil's Point, and just 1 
hour and 15 minutes later he touched 
the rocks about 200 yards seaward 
from Fort Wmfield Scott, having- cov- 
ered a distance, ns the crow flies, of 
over I1/!, miles. 


The Australian's performance drew a 


big crowd. The shore about Fort Point 
was lined with people and the waters in 
the gate were crowded with small craft 
of every description. 
"Hie ferryboat 


SausalHo had a place in tiie stream 
with almost a thousand people aboard. 


From a. swimmer's standpoint the day- 


was tui ideal one. The water was as 
smooth as could be desired, its surface 
only rippled by the curling edges of th.? 
long' swells that came from the ocean. 
There was a sligiht wind blowing, but it 
was not Sfirong- enough to kick up any 
disturbance. 


C'nvill left the SausalitoTvhen the boat 


arrived in midstream off Lime Point. 
He had as companions Adolph Kahn, 
1ihe high diver of the California Swim- 
ming' club, mnd Prof. Killick, of the 
Sutro baths life saving crew. The tide 
was at a standstill, and Hie three mtn 
choso as a starting point for the swim- 
mer a bnnch of rocks about. 100 yard's 
north of Devil's Point and a mile north 
of Lime Point.' A selected crew from 
the Dolphin Boat club acted as escort 
in a Whitehall boat. 


Cavill wore the regulation tights. He 


dipped into the water easily and natur- 
ully, and started for the San Francisco 
sliore with energy, Killick and Kahn 
mid the Dolphin crew accompanying 
him in boats. The swimmer led off with 
B long, easy, right-side stroke, and for 
the first few hundred yards of 
the 


course the way was e<isy and his pace 
was rapid. About a quarter of a mile 
from shore the Australian encountered 
what he says was the swiftest current 
lie ever met. 


The tide had turned since he left the 


ferry,and was now pouring through the 
channel with the speed of a mill race. 
The ripples j on red like a miniature sen 
nnd threatened to engulf: the boats. 
Cavill struck into it bravely, and at- 
tempted to stay its progress by turn- 
iug his face toward Sim.salito and swim- 
ming north. The rowers in the boat 
nttempted similar tnetics, but the rush 
of waters toward the ocean, carried 
everything with it. Seeing that it was 
useless to attempt to withstand the 
force of the tide Cavill drifted with it.

A half a mile from the 
landing point he picked up an old felt 
hat that was floating in the water and 
put it on his bead, much to the amuse- 
ment, of the spectators. 


As he neared the shore Cavill in- 


creased his speed. 
The Dolphin crew 


and a boat from the life-saving service 
cleared the way. 
There was a long, 


alow swell smashing against the rocks, 
and on top of one of these breakers 
Cavill landed easly. There was a great, 
crowd awaiting his arrival, and as tlie 
swimmer walked up the beach he was 
given an ovation by everything nnd 
everybody, from the small boy on the 
fort parapets to the big whistle of th 
steamer Sausalito. Cayill returned to 
the water almostimmediatelyandswam 
to the Dolphin club's boat, from which 
he was transferred to theSausalito. 


Cavill's performance adds a new 


notch to the swimming record of the 
''oast.. The time spent in covering the 
distance is remarkably short, consid- 
ering contrary tides and currents ant 
the fact that he was carried almost a 
mile otit of his course. Throughout he 
•swam on his right side, using a side 
stroke. 


At the finish he was almost as fresh

told, and when he touched shore after 
liis long swim his right) arm and leg 
were benumbed to the point of use- 
lessness.

VENUS OF MILO. 


the 
Burled In an 
O»k 
Coffln 
During 


Franco-Prussian War. 


The recent death of M. Henri Brest, 


ivfhose name was celebrated many years 
ngo in connection with the statue oT 
Venus, now one of the gre-a-t treasures 
in the Louvre museum, brings to mind 
some interesting souvenirs connected 
with that statue. It was, indeed, M. 
Henri Brost who discovered the wonder- 
ful statue which had been unearthed 
by a peasant in the island of Milo and 
who bougfht it of him for a mere song 
in 1S20. He soon sold it to M. de A Car- 
cell us, through whom it reached the 
Louvre. 
The wonderful statue rs- 


maincd undisturbed in the gallery of 
the Louvre, of which it was the prin- 
cipal ornament, till the Pranco-Prus- 
shin war, in 1S70, when the means of 
preserving it against the possible pil- 
lage of the Germans caused great anxi- 
ety to the curators. 
Few Englishmen 


are probably aware that the Venus do 
Milo was on that occasion placed in an 
immense sort of padded oak coffin and 
buried mysteriously in a great trench 
made to receive it in the courtyard 
of 
the 
prefecture of police. This 


was 
done 
in 
the middle of the 


night, in the presence of very 
few 


witnesses, with the object of keeping 
the hiding place of the statue perfectly 
secret. It was thought by the officials 
of the Louvre that, tlie sfatue was in 
perfect safety there; but Choir anxiety 
for the fate of the treasure was revived, 
after the signature of peace, by the. 
outbreak of the commune nnd the set- 
ting fire to the prefecture of police and 
to the Palais 
de Justice opposite. 


Fortunate]y, however, when that insur- 
rection had been put down t-he curators 
of the Louvre, on once more unearth- 
ing the statue, found it bad suffered no 
deterioration. The inscription on tlhe 
pedestal of the statue in the Louvre 
does not- even mention the name of M. 
Henri Brest. It relates simply that it 
was bought by M. de Ma.rccllus for 
Marquis de Riviere, the French ambas- 
sador, who presented it to King Louis 
XVTII. in 1S21— Chicago News.
